It  can  be  driven  from  the  main  line,  or  other  shaft,  without  additional 
counter  shaft,  provision  being  made  for  operating  by  hand  while  setting  dies 
or  other  tools. 

The  plunger  is  operated  by  the  usual  lever  by  means  of  a simple  crank 
and  connecting  rod,  adjustment  being  provided  both  for  position  and  length 
of  stroke. 

By  the  introduction  of  power,  and  increased  stiffness  of  construction,  a 
heavier  class  of  work  can  be  easily  produced,  and  in  all  classes  of  work,  us- 
ually done  by  foot  presses,  the  production  can  be  more  than  doubled. 

By  pressing  the  treadle,  the  plunger  will  make  a single.stroke — stopping 
at  the  top,  or  can  be  run  continuously,  as  desired. 

The  cut  shows  the  Press  with  Automatic  Feed  attached,  which  can  be 
quickly  removed  and  ordinary  die-holder  put  in  its  place.  ' The  construction 
of  the  plunger  is  such  that  all  dies  or  tools,  now  in  use,  will  fit  without 
change. 

We  have  made  special  tools  and  jigs  for  the  accurate  propuction  of 
these  machines  and  all  parts  are  made  to  standards  and  are  interchangeable. 
The  materials  used  are  the  best  for  their  respective  purposes,  making  these 
Presses  strictly  first  class  machines  in  mechanical  principle,  workmanship, 
and  material.
